.iarns Curtis is a very abie man iu letters.- 
lie is a graceful writer, an accomplished 
lecturer aud i brifilit scholar. 
Hj has 


madti some very telling political speeches 
for the republican paity, a fair sample 
beiog 
the 
one 
he 
delivered 


three 
years 
ago 
in 
tho 
national 


repnblicao 
convention, 
wbnn 
he 


showed up the democratic party iu its 
true light. 
He has written many beau- 


tiful things, especially on art, literature 
and society, but of late his political pro- 
ductions have borne tha ear-marks ot 
an impracticable man. 


Tbe other day he delivered an address 


before the Commonwealth Club, of Now 
York, upon tbe political situation . 
He 


said a good many things that were 
proper to say, but among the ftw utter- 
aucas worthy ot special note was one to 
tho effect that the presi 3eut had honestly 
:ri&d to carry out tho principles of civil- 
service reform, and that "tho most enor- 
mous obstruction" ho had met with was 
;he deraooriitic party. In this connection 
the speaker animadverted with bitterness 
upon the recent resolutions of tho lion- 
tucky 
democratic state 
convention. 


When that address reached Kentucky, 
tho tramer of the Kentucky democratic 
platform said : 


The editor ot Harper's Weekly has 


passed his life traveling around a circle 
of his own conceits. He knows less than 
nothing ot his native country and is as 
un-American as he is undemocratic. 
The least of the fashionable foibloHWhioh 
engage the attention ot European society 
seems to awaken more interest iu his 
bonoin than the greatest affairs of plainer 
[oik. at home; and when he happens, as 
bu occasionally does, to turn to domestic 
affairs ho treats thorn as bits ot Sevres 
glassware — 


With u roes in hie coat n.nd a frill to hiBBhirt, 
llirt holiest horrorn are manhood and dirt. 
1C Mr. Cnrtib' ideal republic could 


bo eoc np at Washington the government 
of the Unittd Btates would bo represent- 
ed by a frozen stare, mounted upoj an 
eyeglass, and clad in a white tie. 


Thero is a good deal ot truth in this 


criticism. 
Mr. Curtis belongs to the 


iliss Nancy kind of political writers. Or, 
as Mr. Conkliug once very properly and 
facetiously called him, "the man milli- 
ner," for ot that Btyle of men is be. a Ct- 
mg representative — "one who wears reg- 
ulation clothes and is pretty." 


During Mr. Curtis's address, he took 


occasion to say, "I think there are prob- 
ably more republicans who are in favor 
of civil service reform than democrats. 'i 
And yet Mr. Curtis gives fcis support 
to the parly which opposes civil servioe 
reform. Ha claims th»t tbe .president is 
so much better than his party that ho is 
going on in epito ot tho democrats in tho 
direction ot reforming the civil service, 
while the cold fact remains that thoro has 
been practically B clean sweep ot all re- 
publican office-holders in tho country— 
hardly one 
ot 
prominence remain- 


ing 
in 
office. 
He 
charges 
that 


tho 
press 
ot 
tho 
country 


is politically demoralized, while there is 
not iu all the states a more servile publi- 
cation than Harper's Weekly, which Mr. 
Uartiti edits, for bowtver much tho pres- 
ident stumbles und flounders among the 
civil serrio^ bojs, and however frequent- 
ly he gives the lie to his own professions, 
tho Harp)r's stands by him. It swallows 
tho dose and jails it good. 


Mr. Curtis also criticised both parliei 


for their laok of interest in civil service 
matters. Before he did this ho should 
have given some of his eiporimc? s as a 
uivil service c immisaiouer in ISC9, to' 
whi^hoffiiieho was appointed by Oi-ueral 
Grant.

THE LCCK-OUT AT CHICAGO. 


An Ultimatum Troiu tho Men— The Ccn- 


crnl Situation. 


CHICAGO, Mny 27.— Tho situation of tho la- 


bor locO:-out is practically unchanged. Since 
the builtlei-s have declared their intention to 
import men from other cities to tal;o the 
pluc.es oi! the men who are locked out it is be- 
lieved that tho bricklayers will formally de- 
clare a strike and Ufo ail their power to defeat 
the bosses. Ic is not claimed by thu employers 
that they aro getting men as fast as they 
want them, and, in fact, but few men nro 
now working for members of the association. 
Quite o party of bricklayers left Jiere Thurs- 
day for Kansas City, Topoka, and other west- 
rn cities, where thore is u demand for men.

At tho beginning ot March tho gardens of 
!jypt are really wonderful; tho orange and 
emon trees spread their most pi:r.gent odor; 
ho row trees aro covered -n-itb innumerable- 
owers; tho palms, -with tbeir grocn and 


whita crowna, swing thoro in tho \vind; the 
leanders thero border tho avenues; on tho 
awns, anemones, annual and porpotur.l Hoxv- 
rlnf[ pinks, chrysanthemums, violets, ?.in- 
.iaa, periwinkles, snap dracons, mignonette, 


L .ansies and petunias blund their innumernblo 
olors with the green of tho trees, bushes and 
brute. Groups of bamboo lite hero and 
hero their long green or golden stems, 
rovaied with an inimonso plume of potty 
ttlo trembling loaves. 
Ono comprehends on seeing theso bk>ms, 


vhich asaumo in a fow months enormous pro- 


rtions, tho cruelly ingenious punishment of 


ho Chinese in binding n criminal to a youtip 
axnuoo. Tho plant grows, and the wretch is 
uartcred in a few weeks. No wood is lighter 
r more useful than that of tho bamboo. One 
oos not understand why the Egyptians nc- 
Tlect to plunt it along tho canals aud on every 
ultivated land, where it grows so well. But 
vhat givos, at least during winter anil sprins, 
he most pmiling aspect to tho Egyptian gar- 
,ens are tho groat sheets of I'ose bougain- 
•illeas that cling to tho walls, the troes and 
•roiips of foliage, and which display erery- 
vlioro the varied anil exqulsiM tints of their 
.owers. 


FINEST OF CLIMBING TLANTS. 


The bougainvilleas is certainly tho finest of 
limbing plants. During five montbs it Ilow- 
rs under tho winter svn, takes shades of ex- 
ronio delicacy—ono might say a light rose 
rail, tha intensity of which every play of 
ight varies. Tho aloes, tho agavo, attach 
homielvos on rocky slopes. On tho banks of 
ho water courses tho blue lotus and tho 
papyrus still revive antique reminiscences. 


Grass cannot bo raised in Egypt. Thu layer 


if soil is so thin that tho sun dries it up iin- 
lediatoly, and unless t'-.o givua bo constantly 
ubmenred, it turns yellow antl perishes at 
)nce. It is not the boat aloco that produces 
his result, for thero is very much lino grass 
n tho tropics; but tho boat, accompanied 
vith tho shallowness of the soil, renders tho 
julture of grass impossible in Egypt. It is 
with difficulty that a Tow isolated blades of 
fross sprout during winter along tho Nilo 
ind tho ainals; thoy disappear as soon (is. 
•pring begins, so that everywhere in the 
O'intry where artificial cultivation finishes, 
ho dry and boro'desert begins. In tho place 
.f grass a pretty littlu vetbonacoa iaused, nnd 
his is encountered everywhere, the saiao as 
;rass i3 encountered in America.—Brooklyn 
Magazine.
